AW ding at his houſe of pleaſure at #- 
berſdorff, where we left him in our lafk 


printed September 24. The fieldes 
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J and the woods afford. him with his 


Empreſſe and children, a pleaſant recreation; From 
hence their Maieſtics are to retire to Newſlat, "where 
they aretoſtay till the plague be ſomething better 
aſwaged, whichis in this citic of Y7ezne and the 
' townes hereabouts, very ſore. His Maieftic hath 
alſo a confiderationof the cxtraofdinaric dearth 
euery wherein the countrie, which alſo daily in- 
creaſes ; infomuch as divers Burgeſſes and Townſ- 
men begin priuily to ſteale away te prouide for 
 themſclues in ſome more plentifull places, So that 

what with the Proclamation for commanding of 
the Proteſtants out of the Towne, and thoſe which

hauc already dicd of the peſtilence andfamine,and 


thoſe thatflie away from both; together with the 
abſence of the Court;aid the great taxation which 
is laid vpon the Rents of the houſes, this Imperialt 
Citic of 7/:3az is left very thinne of Inhabitants, 
The Emperours Daughter is in-the meane- rime 
well recoucred, and the building of the new Fort 
towards the bridge which is oner the Danavras, 
gocs on neuertheleſſe; and beſtdes the Free Ma- 
tons and other mechanicks at worke vpon it, the 
two Enfignes of the'garrifon ſouldioms, are ſtill 
commanded to ſ{eruetorlabourers, _ 

Vnto Eberſdorff came the Count George Frede- 
rick of Hchenloe (Count Hollock they-call him vul- 
garly.) to deſire pardon of his Imperiall Maicſtie, 
for whathad beene done againſt him in the laft 
warres of Behemza: This Count HoZock indeed was 
the man, -who. gaue' the Count of Aſarsfidld dif- 
content, by getting the Earle Marſhalſhip of the 
Armie from him, the Prince of Azhoi then Gene- 
rall of the Bohemian Army, hauing firſtbeſtowed 
iton Mazsficld, Anti this Count Holock was the 
man, wha by reaſon of that office, had the chiefe 
command of the field, that day of the loffe of the 
battcll of Prage; which two conſiderations might 
ſeeme to wake his. hopes 'of pardon fo much the 
eaſier : yet is heeneuertheleſſe faid to haue made 
great meanes to' obtaine the mediation of the 
Eleftor of Saxoxy, the Duke of Bauaria; and o- 
ther the ſpirituall Eleors and Princes : after all 
wich meanes was he faine to come & ſtand at the 
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Court gate, moſt humbly awayting till he ſhould 


be admitted within the gates by ſpeciall warrant 
from the Priuie Councell. After which, hauing ob- 
tayned the fauour to bee brought into. the ſightof 
the Emperour, hee begg'd his pardon 1n an excce- 
ding ſubmiſſe manner. The countenance which he 
got of the Emperour,was nothing gracious atfirtt, 
and his entertaincment but flight; after all which, 
he was remitted ouer vnto the Count of Eggervare, 
for the obtayning of his pardon. This Count of 
Eggenburg is new)y , and ator ſince the Dyer of Re- 
geaſpurg, made a Prince oi che Empire, whereas hee 
was before called the Barron of Kenenheller , for 
which.andother ſeruiccs,he is in great fauour with 
the Emperour : This Eggexbarg Iay , was ſaid to. 
have ſchooled Hollork well and ſoundly : and yet 
neuerthelefſe was the Count within 5. dayes after 
his faſt comming, that is vpon the 10.th of Sep- 
tember in the morning before Dinner, admitted 
into the Councell Chamoer, where abiuring his 
partaking for cuer hereafter with. the Prince Elec- 
tor Palatine, and giuing a nciy Oath tothe Empes 
rour, he was abſolucd fromthe Imperiall Bann, by 
which he ſtoode proſcribed, and was pardoned for 
life and goods, . This is written from Yjenns Sep- 
tember 10. tht - 
The Eord Cnriz, who was the Emperours Am- 
baſladour vnto the great Turke, hath all this time 
beeneat Comorrg, not farre beyond Precburg in the 
hether part of Hungary ; whether the Pcitilence 
which hath gotten into his houſe, and whereof 
fome of his followers ate already dead, hath beene 
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any cauſe of his delay, wee cannot tell, or rather 
the buſineſle of that part of Hwmpary , which hee 
might ſtay to ſettle; but thisisnow written from 
Vienna Sept. 6. that heenow at laſt departed from 
- «Comorrato goe towards Conftantinople. = 
The Emperours Commiſhoners for treating - 
with pethlem Gaber, which were firſt to goe to Epe- 
ries, and went after that to Newey/o., are now at laſt 
contented to goe on cuenasfarreas Caſſawiticlte, 
where Bethlem Gabor is refident,, ſo willing is the 
Emperour for peace ſake to compound with him. 
But what Bethlem will in the meane time doe,them. 
ſclues are not yet'aflured of, Much talke in the 
meane time there is, which is alſo ſurely belecued 
in Holland, and from thence written Septemb.2o. 
How that Bethlemz Gabor had very lately written vn- 
tothe King of Bohemia, wherein hee excuſerh him- 
ſelfe for thathee had'not beene fo good as his pro- 
- Miſe, whereby he had engaged himſelfe to haue ere 
this time fallen into the Emperours Dominions 
withan Army, ſhewing withall that the occaſion 
of this hinderance, hath beene ſome buſineſſes be- 
twixt the great Turke and himſclfe this laſt Sum- | 
mcr: but that now matters being brought to the 
ſame iflue, that himſeife deſired , hee doth well 
hope, to ſettle cre long, and cſtabliſh the decayed 
eſtate of the /Protcſtant Religion , throughout all 
Dutch-land , as formerly it hath beene, and to 
huntand chaſe the ſtrongeſt Enemic that ſhall op- 
poſc it. And this 1s the cffe& of his Letters, as it is 
written vnto vs. 


Meanctime hauc the Sileſian Princes and Lords 
on” ” raiſcd 
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raiſed three thouſand men of late, whereof three 
bundred be Dragonicrs; which new leuied troopes: 
haue direction frem'the Archduke Charles, ro draw 
vp preſently to News, the chicfe ſeate of his Bi- 
ſhoprick. The Duke wentze! Duke of Manſterberg, 
is appointed'to be Generall of all the forces, which 
are, orarc to beraiſed in Sefia, Ar theſame time 
hath-the Barron Dhoxa quartered one thouſand 
foote in the Towneand Dutchy of Rarzboy , which: 
belongs vnto Bethlem Gaboy;. of which fat of his,. 
the States and Chictes of 5Sz/efia doe generally 
much complaine, as fearing it may exaſperate him. 
. too much , whom they areall afraidof enough al- 
ready: Whereupon the Duke offering to doe tlie 
like in Oppelzz (another Dutchy in Sileſia) belong- 
ing alſo vnto Bethlem Gabor, (both lying 'vpon the 
Riuer of Oader, and neere to the frontiers) but there 
he was putby his purpoſe. And this is wiizten from: 
Breſlaw in SiHeſia, Septemb.2. 

As for the Bohemian buſinefle,it is written from 
Prague September 10. namely that the great dearth- 
there till continueth z and that the, Streich (per- 
aduenture this 1s our Stryke) of Rye is ſonld at 
cightcene or ninetcene Rix Dollars, and Wheat : 
attwoand twenty and foure and twenty, ' And all 
other 'Victuals and Commodities likewiſe dearer 
three for ene. Now whither this Dearth bee the 
occaſion of a Commotion or rifing of thepeople: 
which is there reported to be , wee cannot tell : 
This onely is written, how thataboutthe ninth of 
September , there were ſent.out two Cornets of 

= | Horſe . 
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Hotſe, andthreehundred Muskatieres;ro'ferchirr 
ſome three thouſand Boores', which were then vp 
in Armes in theCountrey z but the Boores being 
well prouided of Fire-lockes and Hand-Gunnes, 
and ſuch like Armes , and hauing retired them- 
{clues into certaine Bogges and vnacceſſable Ma- 
riſhes ; the Souldiers are likely to finde ita difficule 
piece of ſeruice, to diſpierce them, % 

In.the Towne of Cramaro in Bohemia, (this is 
neere to the head of the Riuer of Z/b) are all the 
Proteſtant bookes moſt diligently fearcht our, and 
are to be openly burnt in the Market-place. 

The Count of Negromonte , who was by-com- 
maundement to leade vp his Army towards Coninygs 
G7 aets, and the frontiers of Bobemia ; is now him- 
ſelfe in perſon; together with certaine Poliſh Cap- 
raines, and other Commanders of the Army,come 
vnto Y7ears, thereto aduiſe with the Emgperor, and 
the Councell of Warre, concerning the manner 


of their future proccedings. 'This is written from 
Vienna,Sept.10. "*dv-b 


The"Coffacks in 2oraure hauing ſome vprore 
amongfſtthemſclues of late (as it ſecmes)haueflaine 
their owne Prieſt, the Contcilour to their Regi- 
ment , whom they haue barbarouſly alſo cat in 
PLECES.

The newes alſo of the 600. Turks about weiſſer- 
berg Fort(whereof we told you in eur laſt) docs ſtill 
continue to be reported from weſpriv. ;

And of hjrm it is Moſt certainly repotted, and belee- 
ued, that ttioſe ttoopes of his whith hauc heretofore 
ſerned againſtthe G7ifſozs;and the'Y altolize;and thoſe 
alſo in the Landtgrane of .41ſariz, and the Biſhop. 
ricke of $:ra5bnreh (which be Letpoldi his owne in- 
heritances)areto be prepared; and to'bee Tedd into 
the Low Countries.

- As jor the Dyet or Compoſition-day of Cullzy, 
for the buſineſle of the Palarizate and other things of 
the Empire, it doth (as tis verely beleeued ) holde 
good, and the Ambaſſadors from ſeucraHl places are 
preparing to goe thither very ſhottly.. * 

The Emperour hath alfo fent an Ambaſſador of 
late, to moſtof the EleQors and Princes, whom hee 
had not. before treated withall vpon this point; which 
Ambaſlador of his was. receined at Cullen, {as the 
Letters thence teſtifie) about ſome moneth fincethis 
name wee have forgot, this onely wee remember the 
Letrers to haue informed vs: That hee was'to goe to 
the Hanſee-townes , and to treat with them vpon 
rermes of receiuing the Emperors proteQtion: which - 
Embafſie of his, how farre it hath taken cfte&, wee 
heare not. Thus farre only it ſcemes to be well timed, 
for that Morſ: Tilly was ſo neere to thoſe Hanſee: 
townes, whole army was like to bee one of the fron- 
geſt argumentsto draivthe towneſmen to entertaine 
the.Emperour, if bur fox auoiding the preſept dan-. 
ger. Timely therefore did the Coupr of Hansfeld 
give intelligence vnto the States, of the vproare a- 
moneſt the Embaeners : and timely did the' Graue 
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Erneſt of Naſſaw preſſe ypon the townetotntertaine 
ſome newtroopes for re-enforcing of the States / ga» 
rilon. Ofthis Ambaſſador wee further heare that 
hee is come towards Ho//and,and thathee hath abſo- 
lutely demanded in his Mafters name, that the 
States make preſent reſtitution of the cowne of Zxb- 
dex, the County of Ezft- Friezlend, and all thoſe o- 
ther townes, places and dominions,what and where- 
ſoeuer, as have heretofore depended vpon the Em. 
perour. _ 

Whether the Ambaſſador hath been admitted in- 
to the Hage, or any other part of the States Domini- 
ons, for the delivery ef this vnwelcome meſſage, we 
heare not: thus onely euery man can gueſle, that it is 
athing of the greateſt conſequence and expeRation, 
that the States of the Low Countries hauec yet heard 
of, and likely to bring a heauy and a laſting warre in- 
to Friezland and diucrs other places.” © 

And the conſulcation vpon this propohirion, is 
thought to be one of the maine points of the Biſhop 
of Mentz his late comming to Bruſſels. And the Em. 
perour, as if hee lookt forno ether anſwer then a ne- 
gatiue, is preparing to giue himſelfc a preſent ſati(- 
tation. Youſec in our former booke, how farre the 
Count de Colalto is now come downe that way, and 
how farre Horſe Tilly is gotten vp amongſt thoſe 
Hanſee-townes, as Embden, Bremen, Hamborrough, 
Stoad, ec. | 

Wee gaue you further aduertiſement alſo, of the 
Archduke Leopold his purpoſe, to bring downe all 
| the Forceshecan make, ypon the Low agg * :

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- Andie is farther written from .3171ave, how that 
about the end of _MHnguft,there was an extraordinary 
Ambaſſador out of Sparze, come amongſt them of 
Naples and Milane, with preſent Commiſſion for the 
leauying of 4000 Italians, and 2000 Spaniards,to be 
ledd into the Netherlands. Ouer theſe new Forces is 
Don G18 Bravo appointed to be Commander. Hee is 
Gouernour of Aleſſandria in the Spaniſh dominions 
in 1taty : hee is alſo Caſtcllane, or Goucrnor of the 
Caſtell of _Antwerpe : ſo that the Letters mention 
this new charge of his, for the leading of theſe new 
Troopes into the Low Countries. to be very conue- 
nient for him,by reaſon that hee ſhall be neere to his 
gouernment 1n Aztweype Caftell, ro which lice is bur, 
newly choſen. 

Andthus arethe Emperours Deſignes likely te go 
forward apace, and proſperouſly, the ſucceſle wee 
muſt leaue totime and the fortune of the warre. 
Concerning the. bufineſſe of the Lower Saxoyy, 

thisis written from the County of Schaumberg, hard 
by Hamborrough) Sept.8. Namely, that it ſtill conti- 

nued, that the Princes of that Circuit were ſtill leg- 
uying of forces, and arming apace for the ſtopping 
vp the paſſages of the riuer of Veſer, all which they 
were reſolucdto makegood.from the towne of Heſ. 
ſen Caſſell (which is the chiefe rowne of Prince Mau- 
rice Landtgraue of Heſſen )vpwards,cuen to therown 
of Bremen downe-wards, whereabouts Tilly now is, 
and by which che Weſer paſſeth into the Germane- 
Sea. Thetowne of Renteliz is ſaid tobe in-danger of 

ſuſtaining the heauicit part w the charge, by age 
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that the grearcſt Gariſon is tobe laid inthat towne. 
The Landtgraue of Heſſez hath t2000 men of 'his 
owne in a readineſle alſo, well-armed, and ſufficient- 


ly prouided. Some troopes of Denmarke and the 


lower Saxony are likwiſe ioyned with them. The king 


of Deamarkes putting in amongſtthem is ſaid to bee 
for thedefence of the Duchy of Bruzſwicke: of which 
tor feare that the Emperour ſhould take any.quarrell 
toit, ypon pretence of any former aſſiſtance giuen ro 
Prince Chriftian:of Brunſwick, eyther by the Duke, 
or the Duchy,the'King of Denmark hath taken vpon 
him the proteRion and adminiſtration for fiue yeers 
to come ; which one, and that a maine point, ſeems 
to be agreed ypon in fome of the” late: Dyers of the 
Princes of that Saxony. Whereupon both the King 
and the other princes hane ſome whiles ſince dif- 
patched their ſeuerall Ambaſladors vnto the Empe- 
rour to certifie him of their intentions and procee-

. Concerning the: proceedings betwixt Monſeur 
Tilly and the Count oft Ma»5fieldthis we heare: How 


that Tilly marching vp in three diuifions, one part of 
his army was by the cighr of September gotten vp as 
high as Bremen. Thetowne percciuing this,called to- 
gerher a common Councell, reſoluing vpon this for 
rheir ſafeſt courſe, namely, to entertaine Moxſ* T illy 

and his army in the friendlieſt faſhionthar their own 
ſatery would permit them; giving a ſtritand a gene- 
rall charge, that none of theirs ſhould any way abuſe 
the ſouldiers, eitherby way of mockery, or exaQting 
vponthcir wants by. ouer-rating their: commodities 
q' | vnto 
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vnto them, that fo they might be able to anſwer for 
themſelues yato the Emperour (of whom, as by this 
it ſeemes, they ftand in ſome awe) it any complaint 
ſhould be made againſt rhem. Vicuals are very deare | 
thereabouts;for alrhough they haue had a reaſonable 
good harueſt of W hear,Ryc,and Barly,yet thoſe that 
hauc ir, fearing to berray their ftore, are loath to ac« 
knowledge their plenty : fo that viuuals being very 
ſcant and deare abour Tz#&ies Camp, the Baron of 4n- 
bolt, who hath hitherro accompanied him, hath been 
enforcedto depart from him, the country not being 
able to maintaine them both, and Moy/: Tillies owne 
forces, being ſufficient perchance to go through with 
all the reſt of che baſineſle. 

Mozſ- Tilly hath by all means ſoughtto fight with 
Count Marsfield, but could not it feemes conueni- 
ently come at him, the other hauing drowned the 
Country betw:ixt chem : And though Mansfield hid 
o:1en T ily water enough, yet is he ſayd notwithſtan- - 
ding to haae burnt yp all the Mils thereabouts ; rhat 
ſo Tilly though he could othcrwhere prouide himſelf 
of corne,yet he ſhould hardly rhereabours find where 
to grinde it. | Nis; 

A report there hath beene ſomewhile here in this 
Towne, how that <Hozſ: Tilly perceiuing that there 
was 10 200d inhafte to be done vpon Mansfield, was 

 marcht ypas highas Sroade, which is one of the Han- 
ſee townes vpon the -riuer of E/b, betwixt Hambor- 
rough and the Germane ſea. This report alſo ſayes 
thar he had taken in the townefor the Emperour ; or 
at leaſt had the towne and the country — 
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his owne denotion. Of the certainty of this wee can 
report nothing. Certainly rhe rowne is of it ſelfe ea. 
fie enough to be taken,and lies very commodious for 
the Emperors purpoſe for the Sea:this onely we can- 
notaſſure our ſelues of, natnely, that Tz/l ſhould al- 
ready be gotten vp the Country ſo high as Stoade. 
And we know againe that the towne hauing notice 
timely enough of T:z{;es comming and intentions, had 
leiſure enough to prouide for its owne defence. Wee 
may adde to this, that the King of Denmarke would 
not perchance be very willing to haue Stoade in the 
Emperors power, ſo to cut off the paſſage of the riuer 
of E1b, betwixt the towne of Hamborrough, which is 
_ at his deuotion, and his towne of Crippen, which lies 

on the other ſide of the Stoadein the mouth ofthe 
river and ypon the Sea : ſo that this report we muſt 
leaue to be eithet confuted or confirmed vpon better 
intelligence. | 

But of Aorſ: Tifizes going further ypwards, and 

that way we haue receivedintelligence; for by reafon 
that the States hauing fortified Sizckhuſen, which lies 
betwixt the City of 0/denbure, through which hee 
had before paſſed, and the towne of Embder it ſelfe 
(to which as alſo to Leer where Mansf* lies itis very 
cloſe) there was no admiſſion of him to quarter or to 
paſſe there or that way. The Country withall hath 
beene ſodeſtroyed in thoſe places where hee might 
expect ſuccour, that there was no reliefe to bee had - 
for ſo populous an army, nor any meanes for the lon- 
gcr keeping it together; whereupon eAnholt was en- 
_ forcedto part fromhim, and himfelfe compelled to 


make 
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make haſte from his own ſtaruing,andto ſecke reliefe 


in thoſe places which the warres had not as yet ra- 
uaged, | Cy : 
Ofche Count of Mansfeld in particular wee heare 
no other certainty ; written onely it.is that hee hath 
diſmiſt the moſt ofthoſe French forces which came 
tohim inthe beginning of Summer : after which it is 
ſaid thar he contracted his troopes neerer together, 
and more towards the towne of Embaen,wherecupon 
it hath beene both reported and belceued, that he was 
to ſhip himſclfe for the Low-Countries; and that the 
States had wholly entertained him with 5000. foot 
and 3000 horſe into their ſeruice. And thus hath 
Count Mansfield acquitted the truſt which they re- 
poſed in him, hauing thus long kept the Country of 
Eaſt FrieFland forthem, and by giuing them the firſt 


and the timelteft intelligence of the ſtirres in the City 


of Embaen, wholly preſerued that towne and moſt 
commodious Port to their ſeruice,which to the vtter 
hazard of the reſt of the Low-Countries, had beene 
in great danger of being finely taken from them. But 
whether he be as yet come into the Low-Countries 
by ſea or no, or whether hebe to come at all,or whe- 
cher before they ſee what will become of Moxſ: Tilly, 
is tovs as yet altogether vncertaine. 

Of the ftege of Lipffat we heare no more but that 1t 
yet holds out; and whether the enemy hath made any 
neererapproches vnto it,or otherwiſe battered or af- 
faulted it,we hearenothing. Reported it was at Caller 
that they were cometoa parlee with the _—__ ;

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but that report is gainſayd in the Letters fromthe 
ſame Cullendared Seprember 15. This towneof Lp. 
flat ſeemes to be deftred by the enemy, for thatit lies 
ſo conuenient]y either to ſtop yp or let out the paſ- 
lfageinto thoſe parts of Mnnfterland, andthe cR ot- 
Germany, which was the reaſon' that' the Baron- of 
Anholt with the Biſhop of CaHens forces tooke ſuch 
paines to miake it good thelaſt yeare againſtthe Duke 
of Brunſwicke, who ſought to goe that way yp to- 
wards the Palatinate: which time the Duke of Bruxſ- 
wicke beating the Baron of Axholt, forced the paſ- 
fage, and tooke in the towne of Lipſtat it ſelte;,which 
the Counts of Embden and Ritberg doc now ſeeke to. 
recouer.

About the Demer alſo (a riuer which rifing not far

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Concerning the buſinefle on that fide by Sea, it is 
written, how that thoſe vnder the Spaniſh gonernment 
in the Countries of Flanders, and Byabazt, with the 
Townes of Ooftena, Dunkirk, &c. feeling the damage that 
the Hollanders hauc of late done them at Sea ; haue peti- 
toned the Archducheſle tor leaue to build certaine ſhips 
to ſecure the reſt of their Sea-faring men from their cne- 
mies,the He/layders : Whereupon Commiſſion hath been 
granted out by the 1fanta her Highneſle, for the prepa- 
ring of 12, mcnot warre at Bergex S. winoex in Flanders, 
whichare now beginnning to be built, And ſome others 
hane defired leaueto build eight ſhips more. At Ovoftend 
they arc alſo buſie vpon the ſame defigne ; And this is 
written irom Bruſſels, Sept.4. and from Amtwerp,Sept.10. 
From Millatne likewiſe is there an expreſſe Currier come 
with billes of Exchange for the payment of 20000 Duc- 
kats,as tis ſaid. This Meſſenger brings wordalfo, of ma- 
ny new forces which are now vpon leuying in 1t@/y,which 
are thence to be brought into the Low-Countries. Theſe 
we take to be thoſe 4000 7talians, and 2000 Spaniards, of 
which we told you ſome few leaues behind, and here you 
ſee that former report confirmed. 

For the Prince of Oranze's buſinefle, this they write, 
how that he hath fortified and re-enforced the Garriſons 
inall thoſe places vpontheriuers of Rhine, Maes, and the 
Waal ; the towne of Genpep is particulariz'd to haue ſome 
new companies lately purtinto it ; asalfo the towne of Ka- 
wenſteyn hard by the Grave vpon the river of Maes. The 
-other places vpon the Frontiers, are ſufficiently prouided 
for alſo; in which townes,thoſe of the Duke of Branſwicks 
troupesare laid in Garriſon, in ſtead of the 01d fouldiours 
whichare drawne into the ficld ; that the Brunſwickers 
may there exerciſe their Armes.and leaue the Low-Coun-

tric diſcipline of warre, before there be occaſion to vie 
their ſcruicein the held. . 

The Prince of Oraze (to keepe his Armic from idle. 
nefſe) had a defigne of late to haue furprized the Towne 
of Grell,and other places (had that facceeded to his mind) 
towards Frizelana; for which purpoſe, hee drew ont the 
faireſt part of his Armie. The noble Lord of Efſex did 
there traylea Pike in the Prince of Oranges owne compa- 
nie. Sir Charles Riche and fome other Engliſh Captaines, 
which had beene in the Pa/atrnare, hauing there no com- 
mand, trayled Pikes likewiſe vnder other Captaines their 
ſricnds, whom they purpoled to doe honour vnto, The 
Armie thus aduancing forwards,had intelligence thar the 
Eunemie was too ſtrong thereabours, for them to make any 
ſurprize vpon : whereupon they were faine to returne back 
againe to their old Q:arters. And beleeued it is by ſome, . 
thar they are likely cre long to leaue the Leaguer, and re- 
turne cuery man to his Garriſon againe: by reaſon that the 
Summer being farre ſpent, and nothing expected to be 
done ; it is farre cheaper for the States ( by a thouſand 
pound a day,as it is valued) to liue in the Garrifon,then in 
the Leaguer, It is ſaid,that the Prince of Orange wil erect 
a Fort betwixt Comrraca and Swoll. 
| You may remember to haue heard in ſome former 
Bookes,of ſome buſineſle which this yeerc happened be- 
twixt the Kings of Sweaen and Poland,about the Towne of 
' Dantzick, Vpon which Towne (lying ſo commodiouſly 
for him) the King of Polapd had a deſigne, of reducing ir 
vnder his owne obedicnce or protection : for which pur- 
poſe, the King,wich the Prince his ſonne, went thither and 
was there entertained by the Citizens. The King of Sweden 
having intelligence of this deſigne, and being icalous of 
what the preſence of a King might doe with a Towneſhip, 

preſented 
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preſented himfelfe with 2 6 tall ſhips, in Auguſt laft, before: 
the Port of the Towne,taking fix of the Dartzichers veſlels 
as priſoners. After which, having ſhowne the Towne what 
hecould doe,he {ent to know their finall reſolution, VVhe- 
ther they were purpoſed to hold with his Enemy,the King 
of Polayd,or not ? they returning anſwer, That they had no 
ſuch intention, & that the King of Poland was going away 
from their Towne : the Swethlander (et free their ſix ſhips 
apgaine, This 1s written from Berlim, in the Land of 5ray- 
denbargh(which isnot farre from Damtzick) Auguſt 30. 

The-Polander being thus defeated of his purpoſe, for 
the making of the towne of Da»rgtck his friend;and depar- 
ted thence ; The king of Swedex did nor long after ſend 
his Ambaſſadour vnto them : So write the Letters from 
Dantzick itfelie, Aug.27. Thelaſt Munday, hither came 
a noble Gentleman from the King of Swedez, called the 
Lord Raſch : hee was firſt met and received without the 
towne at thefort of eifſelmond (that is the mouth of the 
riuer /7ftula) beentred the towne in great State and fayre 
equipage. - On VVedneſday laft, he had audience (accor- 
ding to the forme of this Citie) before the Lords of Dant- 
Zick : where hee delivered his Embaſſage in wonderfull 
good termes ; but gtuing them withall, a very hard nut to 
cracke. The Lords excuſed themfelues the beſt they could, 
for their vſage of the Swediſh Army : After which con- 
ſulting amongſt theraſelues, they difmift the Ambal- 
ſadour, Hes abſolutely demands , VVhe:her they will 
reſolue to itand friends , foes, or Neutrals, in the 
buſineſſe berwixt his Maſter and the King of Pelazxd. 
And in caſe, that the Polznder ſhall offer to tranſport 
any Army that way towards the Swediſh dominions, 
whether they will abſolutely hinder it themſelues, or 0- 
therwiſe, and in time, give aduertilement vpon any * 
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ſuch defire of the Polender, vnto the King 'of Sweden» 
Which if they ſhall fairhfully doe.z then the king his Ma- 
ſter doth for his part promiſe vato them, notthe continy- 
ance only of their former priuiledges, and the freedome 
of their trafficke and commerce, but the encreaſe and en- 
largement of them likewiſe. And to theſe demands of his, 
being briefly and fairely made he deſired as ſhort and di- 
rea Categorick anſwere, Thus farre the Letters, The 
anſwere of the Dantzikers we cannot-yet heare of,

Of the Griſons affaires,this onely we can report, name-

Vpon Satterday laſt at night, the Cardinall P;gnatelti 
dyed ſuddenly, his ſpeech failed him fo, that he could be- 
gqueath nothing to his ſernants or family: whereupon there | 
are 100600 Crownes in ready money falne to his brother 
Signcure Gioſeppi, and many Benefices and Penſions, are - 
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by this meanes vacant. 'The ſame day died Cardinall Ser- 
r4 alſo, who hath bequeathed tooo Crownes to his houſ: 
hold feruants, and to the Church Della Pace, hath he giuen 
another 1000, with all the Ornaments of his Chappell. - 
To his Father Seigneur Antonio Serra hath he giuen 1000 
Crownes, due to him out of the profits of ſome benefices - 
and penſions of his, many of whichare now voide.

On Wedneſday laft dyed the Cardinall. $as!/z, being 
86 yeare old ; his Coſen hath he left his heyre of all his 
goods in Genes and Naples,and by his death isthe Biſhop- 
ricke of Hoſftia voide, and 3000 Crownes penſton out of 
Spaine, with a gouernment beſides, which he had in Genoa, 
and ouer the Auſten Fryars, Cardinall Gonzadime hath al- 
fo had his Extreme Ynction, and the heares haue beene 
ſo great in the Citie of Rome, that divers other Cardi. - 
nals, and the new Pope himſelfe hath beene dangerouſly 
ſicke of agues and other common difcaſes : but the Pope 
' . recouered, by freſhayre which he went to take at a place 
called A/l:flanze acl Qairinale ; and inexpeRation of his 
recouery hath his Coronation beene deferred. 

And becauſe we are ſpeaking of the deaths of great Cler- | 
gy men, wee may alſo adde the death of the Prince the 
Arch-Biſhop EleC&tor of Triers, who was Lord Arch- 
Chancellour of the Kingdome of Fraxce, Lotharias by 
name, in which grear Othices he had continued 24 yeares 
aud three monthes : He deceaſed vpon Thurlcay, Sep- 
zemb.7. Style Noo, his Funcrals are to be the 25 of the 
ſame Month; The Arch-Biſhop Ele&tor of Mentz, who 
i5-now at Bruſſels, had a purpoſe to have gone vnto him 
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hour fome earneſt buſineſſe as tis ſaid; had not the other 


preuented his comming, by his owne departing.

From Naples we heare, that the Galleyes of the Pope, 
the great Duke of T#sk4zy and of Doria of Genes, asthey 
were going to Meſſina to ioyne there, with the Catholike 
Armada did in the Calabrian Seca, light vpon a Turkiſh 
Brigandine, which they tooke, and 50. Turkes1n her, of 
whom they haue made Galley-ſlaues. 

After this againe tis written from XNaples;Sept:2. How 
that Prince Phzhberto aforeſaid, going out with fiue of the 
Duke of T#5kanjzes Galleyes towards Capo di Colonna a- 
gainft a Turkiſh Galleon of Barbary, wilt of his purpoſe 
atfirſt, But in his rettirne by Catrona,he encountred cer- 
raine Turkiſh Galleyes with whom he fought the reft of 
that Cay, till two houres wichin night. So that at laſthe 
tooke one Galley of 25. bankes of Oares with her Cap- 
rtaine, named Fsſain Celiviof Negropents, and a Turkiſh 
Beg, called S-gwnge, with 156, Turkes, beſides another 
Galley he alſo rooke of 24.bankes of Oares,and Mehtmer 
Beg of Negreporte in her : he further relieved 198. Chrifti- 


ans which were Gally-flaues to the Turkes : he loſt 12, of 
his owne men, and had 180,wounded.

Maſter B. Giue me once leaue to beare a part in your 
weekely newes : A late Booke of yours reported to vs the 
ſtrange birth of Antichriſt, to the ſtaring of the haire of

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On of the wiſe, Indeed, who cannot be affefted ſome way 
to. {ce this wonder pretended to fall from the pen of an 
Ambaſſadour ? Now let it be my newes to the worid by 
you, that the Elder Brother of this very ſame Antichriſ 
was borne in Babylon, in the yeare of our Lord God, 
I532. 

That credulous ſoules may not be gulled with theſe ſy- 
cophancies, let any Reader bur call at your ſhep for Sir 
Richard Barkleyes Booke of the Felicatie of Han, Printed 
at Loy4on, tor williams Poaſenby, in the yeare, 1603. There 
(pxg.227.) hee ſhall finde this very Story cited from L5- 
coſthenes de Proargtis ; which when he ſhall compar: with 
the preſent, hee ſhall cither ſcorne the fraud, or pitry the 
deuotion of the lateRelator, The words are thee: 

In the kingaome of Babylon, the vii. day of March, in the 
yeare One thouſand fine hunared thirtic two : 4 childe was 
borne of a meane woman, Wheſe fauonr and forme wasgood, 
and well proportioned, bat bis eyes and teeth ſhined contrary 
to ature. Tie houre of his birth not only the elements, but all 
the powers of the heauens were moued, and ſhewed forih ter. 
rible and fearefull ſignes, For at midnight the ſunne was 
ſeene to ſhine bright as if it had beene day ;, and after it was 
turned into ar kent(je againe, (0 as it was nit [eene in Babyfors 
(which is n5t noted for a miracle) the ſpace of a while day : the 
ſtunnt was ſeexe azame with ſtarres of ſirance fizures and of 
aruers kinds wangring op aza aowne 13 the el:yent, Ouer 
the houſe where the childe was borne, beſtaes ether ſiqnes, fire 
was feene fall frem the aire, that tilled min. The next day 
the ſunne vas eclipſee, the weather berzo very terepeſtnons it 
rained pearles. The third aay a fierie Vragon wes ſeen to fize 
about Babylon. There appeared eljo a new bill, exceeding in 
height other hills, which was by and by d:aided into two parts, 
inthe middeft whereof wss fourd apillsr, wherein was wris- 
tentn Greeke :

lowes ; and tudge whether this Babylonian Antichriſt be 
any other than an c1d tale n. furbuſhe ; and ſmilearthe 
ſhifts of the guiltic impoſtors, v ho wiiles they tell vs of 
anew Antichriſt raiſing vp the dead, naue themſclues re- 
1ined an old Antichriſt, of ſome fourefcore and ten yeres 
agoe, Lavghartheteeth, and feare the tongue of Anti-
